The Victoria (B.C.) Daily Colontst of July 
aand gives th= following particulars regarding 
the proposed Great Nosthern line of steamers to 
be run between Puget Sound and Far Eastern 
ports, under the auspices of Mesars, Samuel, 
Samuels & Co,, of Yokohama and London :— 

Mr. F.C. Davidee, who has been In St. Pant 
for the past few weeks making arrangements 
with Prestdent Hi'l, of the Great Northern Rail- 
way, for the establishment of a new steamship 
Une between the Sound and Orlental ports, hes 
returned home, having been successful {0 bis 
efforts, Aa Mr. Davidge is a Victorian, he has 
looked after this city’s Interests, Inasmuch ashe 
wil have Victoria one of the principal ports 
of call for the steamships. Mr. Davidge 
says all agreements entered upon so far have 
been very satisfictory, and the final one, to com- 
plete the nepotiatlons, was signed in the pre- 
sence of Mr, Ssmuels, bead of the firm of 
Samuel, Simuels & Co., who came from London 
to St. Paulespscinily for that purpose. There 
can, perhaps, be no better idea of the arrange- 
ments given than that which Mr. Davidge ex- 
pressed In an Interview which was granted a 
Seattle Telegraph reporter while In that elty on, 
Tuesday last. It {is as follows:—“I have been 
twice to St. Paul, s after two monthe’ time,
